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MANY JUNIOR HIGH 
SCHOOLS OPENED 


Report of State 
Department 
Shows That Fifty Four Are 
Now Being Organized. 


The following report, furnished by 
Department of Public Instruction of 
this state, shows the rapid develop­ 
ment being made in the institution of 
Junior High Schools, both in the city 
and rural school districts. 
The re­ 
port of the department follows; 
A striking evidence of how effect­ 
ively 
education 
is 
functioning 
in 
Pennsylvania is furnished by the De­ 
partment 
of 
Public 
Instruction 
through the report of the Director of 
Junior High schools. 
The develop­ 
ment of these schools has been rather 
remarkable 
and shows that in this 
field, as in so many others, Pennsyl­ 
vania is leading the way. 
The re­ 
port shows that there are 52 such 
schools in successful operation with an 
attendance of 30,935 divided as fol­ 
lows:

In addition, 54 schools are in pro­ 
cess of organization and will be open­ 
ed next year under the following dis­ 
tribution:

Prom these figures it will be seen 
that next year there will be 37 Junior 
High schools in operation in cities, 
34 in boroughs and 35 in rural com­ 
munities, having a total enrollment of 
about 60,000. 


A most interesting feature of this 
report is the fact that the rural com­ 
munities have more such schools than 
the boroughs and almost as many as 
the cities. 
The report further states 
that the broader field of experience 
which these schools provide is keep­ 
ing a larger number of boys and girls 
in school. 
In districts where records 
have been kept, officials report that 
35 to 40 per cent. more students have 
continued in attendance through the 
agency of the Junior High school. 
Among 
the 
distinctive 
activities 
generally prevailing in these schools 
arc 
student government and 
club 
organization. 
Unique 
features, 
evidence of 
initiative and 
modern 
pedagogical practice are found in al­ 
most all. 
The ideal of the Department of 
Pubilc Instruction is the 6-3-3 plan, 
That this is making rapid advances is 
seen in the numerous building pro­ 
grams now in operation throughout 
the state. 
Of the bond issues carried 
at the recent election nearly all had 
p»xvided for Junior High Schools.

It Is a mighty nice thing to be able 
to do business on tho other fellow’s 
money, hut there are few people who 
can 
do It. 
Probably the only busi­ 
ness Ilion who, as a class, are able 
to do this, are the mall order men In j 
the big cities. 
Did you ever stop to think—you, j 
who have ordered goods from a mall ; 
order house and there are probably I 
few who have not done that a t some I 
time or other—flint you are supplying j 
the cash upon Which tilt* mall order 
man Is doing business? 
Yon are well 
aw are of the fact th at your c a sh must i 
go with your order lf you expect to re-' 
eelve the goods, hut have you ever 
stopped to think what that m eans? Do 
you realize th a t yoiTare supplying the 
capital for a business which Is run- J 
ning In direct competition with your j 
home merchants, upon whose prosper­ 
ity you and your fellow townsmen are 
dependent for a livelihood? 
The m ajority of mall order houses 
do not carry large stocks of goods. 
They do not have to. 
When the mall 
order man gets your order, accom­ 
panied by the cash, of course, he can 
take a jairt of your money and go to 
the m anufacturer or the wholesaler 
and buy the article th a t Is wanted. T he 
f rest of the money he can put down In 


In his business—or any Targe amount 
of It, at least, in proportion to the vol­ 
ume of the business which he does. He 
does not have to pay Interest to the 
banks on money borrowed to help him 
finance his business. 
The mail order 
man figures that about one-half of the 
amount he receives on any order goes 
to the wholesaler or m anufacturer In 
payment for the goods ordered. 
Of 
the rem ainder a part goes for postage, 
printing, 
maintenance of office and 
plant, insurance, etc. 
W hat Is left, 
which Is by no means an insignificant 
part of every dollar received, goes Into 
dividends to stockholders in the mall 
order corporation. 
All this has beetl 
done without any rapltal other than 
that which may he required to pay of­ 
fice expenses. 
Suppose, for n minute, that you did, 
business with the local m erchants on 
the same plan. 
Suppose th a t they did 
not carry any goods In stock, that 
when you w anted to buy something

in institutions 
as near their 
former 
homes 
as possible 
to facilitate 
the 
visiting of friends. 
The system will 
be elastic enough to permit 
shifting 
to various points. 
“Thirty per cent of all insane per­ 
sons recover their faculties under pro­ 
per treatm ent,” the speaker stated and 
went on to explain that this treatment 
is not possible in county asylums. 
The program 
of the Public 
Wel­ 
fare Department calls for the organi­ 
zation 
of County 
W elfare Boards. 
Members 
will represent 
repectively 
the Poor Directors, the County Com­ 
missioners, the County Superintendent 
of Schools, the County Health Officer 
and a representative of the Mothers’ 
Association Fund. 
Five other mem­ 
bers will be elected 
by these six and 
approved 
by the departm ent. 
The 
size of the body 
will be elastic 
and 
will 
vary with existing 
conditions. 
Each public welfare organization will 
be represented and any desirable per­ 
son can be recommended for member­ 
ship. 
Dr. Baldy 
further suggested 
the 
formation of a mental clinic in each 
town and city. 
Such a body would 
consist of three persons, a physician, 
a psychologist and a social worker.
